Last week the Cloverport Foundry & 
Machine Company was organized and 
this week articles ot incorporation 
will be tiled with the Secretary of 
State and with the county clerk. The 
capital stock of the concern is fW.OOO, 
divided Into 120 shares' of |U each 
The following are the incorporates 
and stockholders and the number of 
■hares owned by each i M. L. Chris- 
tian, thirty shares: Roy Crawford, 
thirty shares : J. D. Babbage. twenty 
shares; P. D. Plank, twenty shares, and 
J. a Nolte. twenty shares, The offi- 
cers are i M. L. Christian, Pre«ident : 
J. D. Babbage. Vice President; and 
J. C. Nolte, Secretary and Treasurer 
The three last named of the stockhold- 
ers are residents of this city and the 
first two will become lesidents, so 
management of the affair will 
strictly local. 

Besides the $3,000 in common stock 
held by the above named parties, 
there is #1,500 or preferred stoca own- 
ed by other citizens of Cloverport. 
J. A. Barry, who owns some preferr- 
ed stock, U Superintendent of Con- 
struction for the company's plant and 
is proving to be the right man in the 
right place. 

The new company will manufacture 
and repair all kinds of macninery. 
manufacture castings, screen wire and 
wire novelties, wire and light iron 
work. The plant will be located on the 
lot? just east of the old Bobbin facto- 
ry, near the L. H. & St. L. shops, and 
work will begin on it at once.

Considering th*t tbe larger part of 
tbe nuniLei of petitioners necessary 
to obtain rural free delivery service 
been secured, it is safe to say 
that a route out from this city is as- 
sured. The proposed route will start 
at this city, go out by Tar Fork and 
Mattingly. thence to Hardinsburg and 
then back to this city on tbe Hardins- 
burg aud Cloverport turnpike. Both 
the post-nitice at Tar Fork and the 
one at Matting'y will probably be 
discontinued and it is estimated that 
orer 1,000 people will be benefited 
the service. The carrier will leave 
the Cloverport post-office early in the 
morning The ronto will be known 
Rout« No. 1 and will be abont 
twenty three miles long. 

Most of the people living along the 
proposed route are farmers and all who 
have signed the petition asking for 
the free -deli very service, realize the 
great beiefit it will be to them, as 
some of them live as far as five miles 
from the nearest post-office. To fur- 
a mail box, approved by the gov- 
enment. and place it on the highway 
traveled by the carrier is the only 
expense to l>e defraved by each family 
irved. 

Dr. Wm Howard, of Mattingly, af- 
ter several weeks' diligent work, has 
secnre.1 the names of the petitioners 
on the part of the route out by Mat- 
tingly to Hardinsburg. L. V. Chapin, 
of near this city, is arousing the in- 
terest of the farmers who live on and 
near the Hardinsburg and Cloverport 
turnpike and hopes to secure the re- 
mainder of the necessary petitioners 
in a thort time When his work is 
completed there is little doubt but tbe 
route will then be established by the 
government Both Dr. Howard and 
Mr. Chapin deserved much credit for 
their efforts bearing toward this end.

Field Maneuvers to be Held at 
West Point are New in 
This Country.

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contemplated at Went Point, lire new 
in thin county, having had their be- 
ginnlnR in the maneuvers last year at 
Fort Riley," said Col. VngMB in 
Chicago last weeic. "They ure, how- 
ever, not new in Europe, duting bark 
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France in 1871)181 

Line a marked feature 
of the military instruction of all Eu- 
ropean armies. In the armies of the 
great Powers, these maneuvers are 
now held on colossal scale.several hun- 
dred thousand men being not frequent 
ly assembled in each for their annual 
period of fleld training. In these man- 
euvers the conditions under which the 
troops are acting are made as nearly 
as possible the same as those ex- 
isting in actual war. The opposing 
forces approach each ether, each pre- 
ceded by its scouts and advance o-uard. 
and the commander must ascertain 
from his own scooting all the infor- 
mation that he can get in regard to 
the numbers and position of the enemy 
and of nis opponent's plans. 
So far as scouting reconnoitering. oc- 
cupying positions and preparing for at 
tack are concerned, these maneuvers 
do not differ materially from tn* du- 
ties of actual campaign. The troops 
are never allowed to aproach so closely 
to ench other as to brin« about a col- 
li sion of the opposing forces. They 
are carefully watched uy umpires, 
who assign from time t > time certain 
percentages of losses or rule certain or- 
ganizations out of action. There is a 
time in the course of the maneuvers 
when tne armies reach such a position 
that nothing but the actual use of bul- 
lets could give an indisputable decis- 
ion. When a maneuver reaches this 
stage, the chief umpire immediately 
calls a halt, and tne relative positions 
of the opposing forces and the manner 
mi which the attack and defense were 
conducted are duly noted. The report 
of the chief umpire is afterward read
